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ANNUAL PROGRAM The 4th Annual Program Meeting of the Council on Social Work Educa- 
MEETING, JANUARY tion will be held in Buffalo, New York, January 25-28, 1956 with 
25 = 28, 1956. headquarters at the Statler Hotel. The purpose of the Annual Pro- 

gram Meeting is to stimulate a deepening interest in professional 
education, an increasing awareness of the interdependence of education and practice; 
and to serve as a forum for the exchange of information and ideas about developments 
in social work education and in practice which have implications for education. Last 
year over 600 persons attended the meeting, representing graduate schools of social 
work, undergraduate departments, public and private social agencies, national, state 
and lecal, and others interested in preparing workers for professional practice, 

Elmer J, Tropman, Executive Secretary of the Council of Social Agen- 
cies of Buffalo is Chairman of the Program Committee; Margaret E, Adams, American Asso- 
ciation of Social Workers, serves as co-chairman and chairman of the concurrent ses- 
sions; Hans Falck of the University of Buffalo and George Montgomery, Director, Catho- 
lic Family Center, Rochester, New York, are co-chairmen of the Workshop Committee, 

Mrs, J. Lawrence Osborne and Dr, Nils Carpenter are co-chairing the Committee on Local 
Arrangements, Other chairmen appointed are Anthony K, Kaye of the University of Buffa- 
lo, Hotel Arrangements; Grace Russo, University of Buffalo, Hosts and Ushers; and 

Mrs. Cornelia Allen of the University of Buffalo, Membership. Mrs. Eva K, Falck is 
the registrar for the meeting, 

The Program Committee has held two meetings, one in Buffalo and one 
in New York, and plans for the Annual Meeting are moving forward steadily. The Comit- 
tee, following the recommendations of those present at the meeting in Chicago in 1955, 
is scheduling, in addition to the general sessions, a series of planned presentations 
with oppertunity for discussion, and a series of workshops planned primarily to ad- 
vance the on-going program of the Council. 

The preliminary announcement, with detailed information about the 
program together with a registration card, a workshop registration card amd a hotel 
reservation form,will be mailed to constituent members of the Council before November 1.

One of these case records will be the Elinor Freundlich Recor, a 
case of two girls, orphans, living in France, who wish to come to the United States to 
live with relatives, The record consists of letters exchanged among several agencies 
concerned with social planning in the two countries and shows how casework methods may 
be adapted to inter-country family situations involving more than one social agency. 

One of the group work records will be the Camp Sequoia Record which 
includes four meetings of the Mothers' Council during the first camp period, a discus- 
sion of a movie, the mothers’ evaluation of the experience and the worker's summary 
for this first period,

The Constitution was revised, 
new program activities were charted, the successful results of effective consultative 
work with the United Nations were noted, and plans were formulated for the Eighth In- 
ternational Congress of Schools to be held August 3 and 4, 1956, in Munich, immediate- 
ly prior to the International Conference of Social Work. A cordial invitation is ex- 
tended to all persons interested in social work education to include this meeting in 
their foreign travel schedules for the summer of 1956, Mrs. Kendall also visited 
London, Paris and the Highlands of Scotland,

Book, Dean of the School of Social Work, Boston College. Her dev- 
eotion to the profession of social work, the cause of social work education and her 
long years of untiring effort for the American Association of Schools of Social Work 
and the Council on Social Work Education will be greatly missed, 


COMMISSION ON This brief summary reviews the work of the Commission on Accredit- 
ACCREDITATION ation for the past fiscal year. Three meetings of the Commission 

, were held and a twoxiay meeting is scheduled for October 1955. In 
addition, committees of the Commission, including Commission members and members not 
on the Commission, have been appointed to carry out their special functions or assign- 
ments, These committees have met, as necessary, to develop recommendations for pres- 
entation to the Commission on matters of policy and on special curricula accreditation. 

Accrediting Actions 

During this year the Commission took favorable action with regard 
to the following programs: 1) New York University, Graduate School of Public Administra- 
tion and Social Service, Social Service Program, was accredited as a two-year school, 
2) the Florida State University, Graduate Social Work Program of the School of Social 
Welfare; the University of Utah, School of Social Work; the Université de Montréal, 
Section de Service Social; and the University of Iowa, School of Social Work have re- 
ceived reaffirmation of accredited status, 3) the medical social work program has been 
approved at the Atlanta University, School of Social Work, and 4) the psychiatric so— 
cial work programs have been approved at Bryn Mawr College, Carola Woerishoffer Grad- 
uate Department of Social Economy and Social Research, and at the Indiana University, 
Division of Social Service, 

In addition the Commission has participated in four all-university 
reviews with two of the regional accrediting associations. Included in the reviews 
conducted by the Western College Association were University of California, School of 
Social Welfare, Berkeley, and University of Hawaii, School of Social Work, Included in 
the Middle States reviews were Howard University, School of Social Work, and University 
of Puerto Rico, School of Social Work. 
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Development of Policy 

During 1953-54 a committee of the Commission was appointed to re- 
view the criteria used in approving specializations and propose revisions in speciali- 
gation accreditation which would bring these several statements into greater consist—- 
ency among themselves and with respect to the basic accrediting standards for the two-— 
year graduate social work program, This committee recommended that each of the special- 
ized professional organizations having approved sequences identify specific criteria 
and curriculum content of the specialization and forward this for use of the Commission, 
These reports are being completed now for the use of the standing committee on special- 
izations in social work education which has been established to develop a proposal for 
revision of the process involved in accrediting specializations. The standing committee 
is composed of the chairmen of the various review committees for specialized curricula, 
and other members, not members of the Commission, who are oriented to one of the major 
methods of social work and have familiarity with the objectives of professional educa- 
tion and a clear understanding regarding the development of specialized curricula. It 
is hoped that this committee may be ready to report to the Commission in the spring of 


1956. 

Work has gone forward on the development of policy and procedure to 
apply in cases of complaint. Revision of several procedural sections of the Manual are 
in process, Revision of the section on Part-time Study has been completed and distrib- 


uted to Manual holders, 
The Commission continues to develop cooperative relationships with 


the National Commission on Accrediting and the several regional accrediting associ- 
ations. 


Relationships with National and Regional 
Accrediting Associations 

Activities with regard to reviews were reported above. In addition, 
there was participation in June 1954 in a Conference on Accrediting sponsored by the 
Division of Higher Education of the Office of Education. The purpose of this confer- 
ence was to report on the responsibilities and activities of the above (under Public 
Law 550, &2nd Congress), to consider problems concerning accreditation and to make rec= 
ommendations for further activity. 

The development of methods of working with the various regional 
accrediting associations proceeds in different ways. With Middle States, a working a- 
greement has been reached and a common review questionnaire developed. Middle States 
invited representatives of the professional accrediting bodies with whom they have co- 
operative working relationships to its spring meeting, including the Council. This 
plan is recognized by both groups as helping to create closer understanding between the 
regional accrediting agency and the professional accrediting bodies, 

Progress has been made this year’in the development of a working 
agreement with Western College Association and the Commission has participated in two 
joint reviews as previously reported, General agreements have been reached with North- 
west and preliminary understandings with Southern amd North Central. Contact has been 
established with representatives of the New England Association, 

Much has been accomplished, At the same time, much remains to be 
done in developing working relationships with the regional accrediting associations. 
The Commission has the responsibility of implementing the agreements reached with the 
various regional associations as well as for developing the standards to be used in ap- 
praising a professional school of social work within the framework of an all-university 
review, and of keeping these current in the light of developments in the field of prac- 
tice, 

MISSION TO THE Ernest F, Witte, Executive Director of the Council, has been on 
FAR EAST leave of absence since June 20, He is serving as a member of a 
team commissioned by the Foreign Operations Administration and has, 
to date, traversed the countries of India and Iran, He is currently in Egypt and will, 
before his return to the Council office on September 16, have visited the Gold Coast,

School of Social Work, is scheduled for release by the Council 
in January 1956. It will supplant an earlier publication on the same topic issued in 
1954. This revised and augmented issue will serve as a basic, permanent document,with 
annual supplements to follow. Listing of publications issued by governmental agencies 
in the field of social welfare will be carried through the first half of 1955. 

Among the special features are: 1) the arrangement of agency 
publications within their departmental organization; 2) the development of the section 
on Congressional publications by tracing recent and current social welfare legislation 
through Congress to show the various kinds of documents resulting therefrom; 3) the 
use of simple code numbers for each bibliographical listing, such as CB:8:351 (Child- 

rents Bureau Publication No.351), to facilitate location of an item in this edition 
and future supplements;and 4) the inclusion of a subject index.
